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The  solo  object  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  An- 
drew is  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among 
men,  specially  young  men.  It  was  formed  in 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  every  Christian  man  is 
pledged  to  devote  his  life  to  the  extension  of 
Christ's  KinRdom  on  earth.  It  is  composed  of 
men  of  evory  station  in  life,  the  majority  of  whom 
are  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  world,  who  are 
understo\)d  to  ^  have  acknowledged  this  respon- 
sibility as  resting  upon  themselves,  and  who  are 
ready  to  strive,  like  St.  Andrew,  to  lead  men 
nearer  to  Christ.  Personal  allegiance  to  Him, 
loyalty  to  His  Kingdom,  belief  that  there  is  work 
to  be  done  for  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  among 
men,  especially  young  men,  a  conviction  of  in- 
dividual responsibility  for  entire  consecration  to 
that  wotk,  and  the  spirit  of  Christian  fraternity 
— ^these  a'-e  the  fundamental  principles  on  which 
the  Brotherhood  has  been  establi^-ed  and  de- 
veloped. 

The  Brotherhood  originated  m  ISm.  Ou  St. 
And'ew's  Day  in  that  year  a  dozen  young  men  of 
St.  James'  Church,  Chicago,  agreed  to  pray  daily 
for  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  yonnR 
men  and  to  make  an  earnest  effort  each  week  to 
bring  at  least  one  young  man  within  the  hearing 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  field  of  Brotherhood  work  is  thus  to  a  cer-

So  the  given  method  of  service  is 
simple  and  single,  but  the  spirit  of  the  Brother- 
hood consecrates  to  the  work  all  the  zeal.  tact, 
common  sense  and  experience  of  its  memb«rs. 
The  grandeur  of  the  object,  and  the  vital  nature 
of  the  issue,  call  for  every  talent  and  every  sacri- 
fice, that  the  Kingdom  may  indeed  come. 

The  Brotherhood  works  in  and  for  that  braucii 
of  the  Holy  CathoHc^  Church  known  as  the  Church 
of  England  in  Canada,  and  only  by  the  approval 
and    under   tha   leadership    of   the    rlegy.       Any 
baptized  man  is  eligible  for  membership    but  mem- 
bership^ can  only  be  bad  thrc-ugh  a  loral  chapter. 
There  is  no  membership  at  large.      It  consists  of 
parochial   Chapters  independent  in  all  T>articular 
and  local  afFairs,  but  dependent  upon  jpne  another, 
and    responsible   to  one  another,    as   regards    the 
interests    and^  obligations   made   common    to    all.

All  metiiods  ultimately  resolve  themselves  into 
the  method  of  example.  Strength  of  character  can 
only  be  induced  m  others  by  strength  of  character 
in  ourselves.  Men  can  be  brought  to  the  Master 
only  by  men  who  haVe  been  with  Him  and  have 
caught  m  some  measure  the  secret  of  His  life.  An 
intelligent  understanding  of  the  vast  extent  of  the 
field  of  work  should  be  combined  with  a  modest 
willingness  to  do  the  work  that  is  nearest  at  hand 
however  small  and  insignificant  it  may  be.  The

Somi'  lJro*hr»rhood  men  aro  trying  to  answer 
the  questi »>s  of  those  who  are  honestly  troubled 
abotit  their  faith.  Some  men  are  writing  to 
othe  8  wlio  are  beyond  tho  reach  of  th^ir  voices. 
All  cannot  always  spenk.  but  all  can  try  to  make 
th  ir  efFo  ts  tell  by  living  tho  straightost,  clean- 
est, manliest,  most  hopeful,  most  helpful  l«fo 
they  can,  Avith  the  deliberate  purpose  of  making 
it  a  force  to  attract  men  to  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 

0  'o  of  th"  best  ways  in  which  tho  Brother- 
hood rinciples  can  ho  applied  is  to  make  the 
Chapter  the  heart  and  core  of  a  larger  organiza- 
tion. If  tho  Parish  bo  highly  organized,  with 
men's  clasos  and  clubs,  it  will  bo  easy  for  tho 
(  hapter  to  use  them  as  stepping  stones  to  the 
Church,  and  to  bring  to  Baptism  and  Confir- 
mation men  who  ioined  tho  classes  and  clubs 
merely  for  their  education  or  )cial  advantages. 
But  tho  Brothorhood  man  must  always  remember 
that  he  joins  for  the  deeper  purpose  of  bringing 
s(  no  man  nearer  t )  Christ. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  Brotherhood 
men  do  not  pledge  themselves,  as  many  seem 
to  think,  to  bring  a  man  to  a  church  service  or 
Bible  class  every  v  eek.  Th<  "  do  sf^rf^t^  to  make 
an  earnest  effort  each  week  to  lead  some  man 
nearer  to  Christ  through  His  Church.     Even  so.

App.oa  h,  one  by  one,  a  few  picked  men,  Iwo 
or  three  it  no  more  are  available,  and  talk  the 
mjitter  ovor  with  them,  pointing  out  the  definite 
objects  and  methods  of  the  Brotherhood,  and 
asking  them  to  consider  the  matter  earnestly. 
Picked  men  are  not  necessarily  men  of  large 
gifts  or  exceptional  ability,  but  men  of  purpose, 
men  of  determination,  who  will  bring  to  th«» 
work  ol  tho  Brotherhood  the  same  energy,  tact 
and  common  sense  they  would  apply  to  any  busi- 
ess  venture.  To  these  qualitits  must  be  added 
faith   and    prajerfulness. 

Having  allowed  due  time  for  consideration,  call 
these  men  together,  and  with  them  take  up  th<» 
Brotherhood  Hand-Book  and  "Points  on  Brother- 
hood Work."  Read  them  over  carefully,  discuss 
them,  and  fully  inform  yourselves  as  to  the 
nature  and  responsibilities  of  the  >»or!i  lo  be  un 
dertaken.  Do  not  s^hirk  the  difficulties.  If  the 
attendance  of  an  active  Brotherhood  m^n  at  this 
meeting  can  be  secured  to  answer  questions,  so 
mu!  h  tho   better. 

If  it  should  be  thought  desirable  to  delay  organ- 
ization, let  the  men  go  home  to  think  and  pray 
about  tlieir  duty  in  the  matter.  At  the  end  of  <i 
week  or  more  call  tne  same  men  together  again, 
and  let  those  who  acknowledge  that  it  is  their 
duty  and  desire  to  work  for  the  spread  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  among  men,  especially  young  men,  and 
who  purpose  to  do  it  faithfully  and  systemati- 
cally and  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Brother- 
hood, form  theniy  elves  into  a  Chapter.

The  relation  existing  between  the  Parochial 
Clergy  and  the  Brotherhood  may  be  defined  as 
follows:  Under  the  Constitution  no  Chapter  can 
be  formed  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  withoat  the 
written  approval  of  the  Rector  or  the  Minister  of 
charge.  No  Chapter  can  continue  to  exist  with- 
out that  .continuing  approval.  If  it  be  with- 
drawn the  Council  will  withdraw  the  Charter  of 
the  Chapter.

The  nature  of  Brotherhood  work  is  determined 
by  its  single  object,  by  the  example  of  its  patron 
Saint,  and  by  its  Rule  of  Service.  These  are  the 
same  for  every  member  and  every  Chapter,  but 
they  are  variously  applied  to  meet  particular  cir- 
cumstantfs.  Many  different  methods  of  work 
have  thus  been  developed  and  employed.  A 
Bible  class  for  men  has  always  been  a  distinctive 
feature  of  Chapter  work.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  welcornij)g  strangers  to  church  services,  and 
visiting  young  men  at  their  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  into  personal  touch  with  them  and 
inviting  their  attendance.  Special  services  for 
men,  open  Chapter  meetings,  distribution'  fof 
church  notices  and  invitation  cards,  reading- 
room  ,   hotel  work,   services    and  visiting  in  bos- 

pitals,  prisons  and  other  public  institutions, 
daily  prayer,  endeavoring  to  bring  men  to  Bap- 
tism and  Confirmation,  winning  back  to  the  Holy

To  ensure  a  successful  Chapter  you  must  have 
live,  bright,  earnest  meetings.  If  possible  meet 
once  a  week  and  in  any  case  not  less  than  twice  a 
month.  Never  lose  sipjht  of  the  fact  that  the 
great  object  of  the  Chapter  Meeting  ig  to  in- 
struct and  energize  members  of  a  Chapter  in  their 
two-fold  duties  of  prayer  and  service.  Com- 
mence on  time.  "Make  your  devotions  a  very 
real  pari  of  the  meeting.  Conduct  your  business 
in  a  business  like  way,  but  have  as  few  resolu- 
tions and  arguments  as  possible. 

Tho  most  important  part  of  your  meeting  after 
the  devotional  exercises  will  naturaPy  be  the  re- 
ports of  personal  work,  the  reports  of  organized 
work,  such  as  reception,  distribution,  visiting, 
Bible  class,  etc.,  and  the  assignment  of  new  work. 
The  Director  should  come  to  the  meeting  with 
assignments  of  vork,  etc.,  piepared,  f»nd  see  to  it 
that  no  m?mbpr  leaves  a  meetincj  without  having 
deiSnite  personal  work  to  do,  and  the  Director  and 
whole  Chapter  should  expect  reports  on  that  de- 
finite work  at  the  next  meeting. 

If  you  have  time  for  discussion  you  cannot  do 
better  than  take  up  this  Hand  Book  and  read  it 
and  discuss  it  page  by  page.  Then  treat  "Points 
on  Brotherhood  Work"  in  the  same  way.  Then 
take  up  some  bright  article  from  St.  Andrew's 
Cross  or  some  inspiring  Address  from  the  Con- 
vention Number  of  the  same  paper. 

Try  and  keep  in  touch  with  those  who  have  been 
members  of  your  Chapter,  but  have  moved  away  or 
dropped  out.  Tt  is  well  to  go  over  the  whole  roll 
of  tho  Chnnter,  at  least  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
At  your  Annual  Meetin<?,  see  that  your  officers 
brirtr  in  n  fnll  written  Report,  summarizing  thf? 
whole  work  of  the  year.

Mr.  James  L.  HorghJeling  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  aipoinled  at  tl;e  Third  Con- 
vention (1888)  in  N(w  York,  and  he  continued  to 
hold  that  important  pes  t  ion  until  October,  1900, 
when  Mr.  H  D  W.  English,  of  Pitt-burg,  Pa., 
was  elected  Piesident,  wi  ich  oflice,  owing  to  ill- 
health,  he  was  comiel:(d  to  res'gn  in  1904. 

The  N-nebienth  Annual  Convention  held  at 
Philadelphia,  li;01,  was  specially  marked,  and 
will  be  ever  njemoiable,  owing  to  th  ?  presence 
of  His  Grace,  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
who  brough^  a  mcs'-acjo  of  1  )ve  irom  the  Mother 
Church,  and  wh  >  m  nf  stt  d  th  deepest  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Brotiierhood,  and  in  straight- 
forward, earnest  words  charged  the  members  to 
consecrate  heart,  mind  and  soul  to  the  task  which 
th  y  had  set  themselves  to  do.  At  this  Convention 
Mr.  Robert  H.  Gardiner,  of  Gardiner,  Me.,  was 
unanimously  elected  President. 

The  history  and  gronth  of  the  Brotherhood  is 
intimately  bound  up  in  Us  Annual  Conventions, 
both  in  the  United  Stat;8  and  in  Canada,  each 
one  of  which  has  be  mi  of  creat  significance.  Each 
has  represented  the  special  results  of  a  year's  work 
and  thought  throughout  the  Order,  and  !has 
largely  determined  its  iuture  d  ve  op  i.ent.  These 
Conventions  have  been  to  a  remarkable  degree 
free  from  controversy.  They  ha->e  been  schools 
for  training  workers  and  o  casions  for  Christian 
fellowship,  not  battlefields  for  supremacy..  A 
truly  disinterested  desire  that  the  right  thirgs 
should  be  done  has  kept  men  from  saying  and  d  >

1 
among  other  thin.^s:  "The  Brotherhood  of  s^ 
Andrew,  as  an  organization.  n,av.  indee  n  th^ 
providence  and  wisdom  of  God/ pas  away  -  but 
the  principles  for  which   it  stands,   and  whi'c'    "^ 
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has  mado  real  and  vital  in  tho  lives  <»f  thousands 
of  men,   can   novor  die.     These  principles  arc: 

(a)  Tho  responsibility  of  the  baptized  man  to 
realize  his  baptism. 

(b)  The  use  of  prayer  and  personal  effort  in 
bringing  men  within  the  influence  of  tha  Gospol 
of  Jesus  Christ  as  this  Church  has  received  and 
proclaims  tho  same. 

'(c)  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  to  her  Bishops  and 
to  the  Clergy." 

At  this  Convention  it  was  formally  decided  that 
a  Standing  Intcnnational  Committee  should  ho  ap- 
pointed, consisting  of  four  reprcsent.'itivcs  from 
the  American  Brotherhood,  three  from  the  Cana- 
cli  n  Brotherhood,  and  two  from  every  other  na- 
ticial  Brotherhood. 

The  American  and  Canadian  Brotherhoods 
again  met  in  joint  Convention  at  Detroit  in  July, 
1901,  the  Canadian  Brotherhood  being  roprosenV- 
ed  by  nearly  '100  members.  During  this  Con- 
vention the  long  discussed  changes  in  tho  Biilos 
of  Service  were  practically  settled  and  the  way 
was  paved  for  the  formal  amendment  to  the  cons- 
titution adopted  by  both  Brotherhoods  at  their 
C'onventions  of  1902.

T)._  •..'•  n  of  this  training  is  felt  not  only  by 
the  Church,  many  of  whose  members  drift  away 
at  a  critical  period  of  their  young  lives,  but  by 
the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  whoso  efliciency 
is  impaired  by  the  admission  of  young  men,  un- 
fitted through  lack  of  previous  training  for  its 
active  work. 

The  Junior  Department,  to  meet  these  needs,  is 
organized  with  a  two-fold  object:  Firstly,  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  members  of  the  Junior 
Department,  its  object  is  the  spread  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  among  the  boys  on  lines  similar  to 
those  which,  it  is  hoped,  they  may  afterwards 
follow  as  members  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  An- 
drew. _  Secondly,  from  the  Brotherhood  point  of 
view,  it  is  designed  to  serve  as  a  train ing-srhool 
from  which  a  supply  of  trained  workors  may 
bo  drafted  into  the  Senior  Brotherhood. 

The  following  conditions  arc  necessary  for  the 
organization  of  a  Chapter:
